The state su p reme co u rt has re­ 
v ersed a ju ry in the Fay ette circu it 
co u rt which gav e James A. Tho mp ­ 
so n , a*fo rmer Ru shv ille salo o n keep ­ 
er, $3,000 damages at Co n n ersv ille 
Ju n e 11, 1909, fo r alleged in ju ries he 
su stain ed to his leg 
when he fell 
thro u gh the flo o r o f a bridge in the 
cemetery . 
James A. Tho mp so n fell thro u gh 
a small bridge sp an n in g a rav in e in 
the cemetery Sep tember 3, 1905 . He 
su ffered so me o ther in ju ries, an d in 
co n seq u en ce he su ed the East Hill 
Cemetery asso ciatio n fo r damages 
in the su m o f $5 000. The case slu m­ 
bered in 
the lo cal co u rt fo r abo u t 
two y ears, fo r the first time heard

SENATE DISCUSSES 
POSTAL SITUATION 


Passes Emergency Bill and 


Promises Further Relief. 


W ashin g ton , May 2 0.—To m eet the 
ex traordin ary ex ig en cies of the p ostal 
serv ice, the sen ate has p assed an 
emerg en cy ap p rop riation of 
$6 00,000. 
The ap p rop riation was hu rried throu g h 
in resp on se to rep eated u rg in g b y 
Postm aster Gen eral Bu rleson , who is 
daily g iv in g ev iden ce of his deep con ­ 
cern ov er the demoralized con dition of 
the serv ice. 
This ap p rop riation is to cov er a 
shortag e occasion ed chiefly b y the ap ­ 
p lication of the mu ch criticised eig ht- 
hou r law to clerks an d carriers in the 
serv ice. 
The deb ate in the sen ate 
b rou g ht ou t fu rther imp ressiv e ev i­ 
den ce of the delay s an d con fu sin g con ­ 
dition s with which the dep artm en t is 
n ow stru g g lin g on accou n t of the 
eig ht-hou r law an d the so-called Hitch­ 
cock econ omies. 
It was b rou g ht ou t 
for the first time that this eig ht-hou r 
law will cost the g ov ern m en t more 
than $3,000,000 a y ear. 
Sen ators told 
of in ex cu sab le delay s in mail serv ice, 
an d two amen dmen ts were in trodu ced 
p rop osin g a relief of the trou b lesome 
eig ht-hou r law. 
Postm aster Gen eral Bu rleson also 
con ferred with the p residen t in re­ 
g ard to the p ostal serv ice situ ation . 
Mr. Wilson assu red the p ostm aster 
g en eral that he wou ld hav e his hearty 
co-op eration in his efforts to p u t the 
serv ice b ack on an efficien t b asis. 
The b ill ap p rop riatin g the 
$6 00,000 
emerg en cy fu n d already has b een 
p assed b y the hou se, so that it g oes 
n ow to the p residen t an d will b e av ail­ 
ab le within a day or two.

Fried mann read a p ap er before the 
Berlin Med ical Society annou ncing 
that he had su cceed ed in p rod u cing a 
p rep aration of tu bercle bacilli by 
which he claimed to be able to p ro­ 
d u ce cu rativ e effects in all bu t the 
most ad v anced cases of tu bercu losis, 
and to immu nize child ren against the 
d isease. Immed iately there ap p eared 
in newsp ap ers of this cou ntry , and 
to less ex tent in those abroad , sensa­ 
tional accou nts of this new tre a t­ 
ment. 
It was lau d ed as a d iscov ery 
that was to banish tu bercu losis from 
the world . This was the beginning of 
a most rerftark able and d isgracefu l 
newsp ap er 
ex p loitation. 
This has 
been k ep t u p u ntil the p resent time. 
As one look s back one is forced to 
the conclu sion, say s the Jou rnal of 
the American Med ical 
Association, 
that, from the beginning it was a 
p remed itated , well arranged scheme 
of free ad v ertising. The p ress agents 
of 
this obscu re bacteriologist cer­ 
tainly hav e d one their work well. 
Until it was annou nced that Fried ­ 
mann was coming to this cou ntry , 
the med ical p rofession was generou s 
in ascribing to newsp ap er enterp rise 
the ad v ertising he was receiv ing: bu t 
as soon as it was annou nced that he 
was coming for the million d ollars 
offered by a wealthy p hilanthrop ist, 
many became su sp iciou s. He was a 
registered 
p hy sician in 
Germany , 
with the right to u se 
the remed y 
there. The German gov ernment fu lly 
secu res to a d iscov erer by p atent a 
monop oly of the financial benefits to 
be d eriv ed from his d iscov ery . Ger­ 
many certainly has as many su ffer­ 
ers from tu bercu losis, in p rop ortion 
to its p op u lation, as has the United 
States. 
If Fried mann has a remed y 
su ch as he claims, he cou ld hav e se­ 
cu red in his own cou ntry financial 
retu rns which wou ld hav e mad e him 
rich. In sp ite of this, he left his own 


land and came here; 
and his ac­ 


tions since he has been in this cou n­ 
try hav e been su ch as to d estroy any 


confid ence which think ing p hy sicians 
may hav e had in the man. 
Now it is annou nced 
a d eal has 
been consu mmated throu gh which he 
is to get a large su m of money im­ 
med iately , with great p rosp ects for 
the fu tu re. 
It is safe, therefore, to 
conclu d e that he has realized the 
id eal he had in mind when he land ed 
on ou r gold en shores. 
Greeted with 
cou rteou s op en-mind ed ness at first, 
he seems to hav e been receiv ed with 
op en arms by shrewd and not too 
scru p u lou s p romoters \\ho were eag­ 
erly watching for a chance to reap 
a harv est in p artnership with him. 
LTiless there is some totally u nfor- 
seen gov ernmental action, or u nless 
some well nigh imp ossible wav e of 
sk ep ticism sweep s ov er the land , it 
look s as thou gh the d ollars to be 
wrenched from the wasted hand s of 
the tu bercu lou s wou ld mak e a har­ 
v est which wou ld ex ceed the reap ings 
of all p rev iou s efforts to bu nco the 
sick . 
The American med ical p rofession 
has listened to the claims of Fried ­ 
mann with an op en 
mind . 
It has 
waited p atiently for him to p rov e his 
claims and to show his real inten­ 
tions. 
To wait longer is now u nnec­ 
essary . 
The most p ressing d u ty now 
before p hy sicians it to lay the facts 
before the pu blic throu gh the agency 
by which Fried mann has so shrewd ly 
secu red the free ad v ertising, from 
which he is p rep aring to. reap his 
gold en harv est.

The w aters of the 
u np aralleled 
flood s 'which su bmerged cities 
and 
farm s of sev eral states hav e 
ru n 
their cou rse and are now lost in the 
Gu lf of Mex ico. 
The d etails of the 
ev ent are alread y fad ing into his­ 
tory ; 
the p eop le with 
u nbou nd ed 
cou rage hav e set resolu tely at work 
to rebu ild their homes, factories and 
fortu nes. 
Ev en the cou ntless d eed s 
of v alor, many of which hav e not 
been ex celled u p on the 
battlefield , 
are told less and less often, as time 
leav es them fa r astern in the irre- 
sistable forw ard mov ement of mod ­ 
ern activ ities. 
The v olu me of water which fell in 
the Ohio region d u ring those fatefu l 
fou r d ay s has been estimated by a 
weather-bu reau ex p ert as su fficient 
to fill a reserv oir fiv e miles long, fiv e 
miles wid e, and fiv e miles d eep, or a 
riv er 100 feet d eep , 1,000 feet wid e 
and 1400 miles long; it wou ld cov er 
the entire state of Ohio to a d ep th of 
sev en inches.

and printed recently in that paper. 
The letter fo llo ws: 
“ To the Editor o f the Wo rld-Wili 
y ou permit me, a nativ e Californian, 
to occupy some space in y our v aluable 
paper to giv e the v iews o f California 
upon this anti-alien land law proposi­ 
tion? 
“ In the first place, we claim it is a 
problem the east does not understand 
and which easterners cannot under­ 
stand unless they liv e in California 
and see for themselv es. 
But I v en 
ture to say that no intelligent, home 
lov ing easterner could study the sub­ 
ject properly iu California for one 
y ear and not be as strenuous thereon 
as is any nativ e Californian. 
“ California is not proposing in hei 
pnti-alien land law to do any thing 
that she has not a right to do undei 
the treaty with J apan. That was con- 
ceiled by Secretary o f State Bry an 
while here. 
The point he made was 
not that California had not a right to 
do what she is about to do. but that 
it would be v ery impolitic for her to 
do it. 
T u rn ed Fro m Purpo se. 
“ One reason why California is de­ 
tenu! ped uppn this matter is that she 
thinks she has procrastinated long 
enough. She was turned from her pur­ 
p o se rt the behest o f the national go v ­ 
ernment some y ears ago. The gov ern­ 
ment at Washington wants her to turn 
from her purpose now on a promise 
that the president and the secretary of 
state will do what they can to get the 
Jap an ese gov ernment to acquiesce in 
some friendly arrangement that will 
suit California, but California does not 
believ e that such ‘friendly arrange­ 
ment'’ will amount to any thing, and 
she has grown v ery tired o f being put 
off and put off and put off from doing 
that which it has been conceded she 
has a right to do. 
“ The question is not whether the 
J apanese are affronted or will be af­ 
fronted by any thing that California 
has done or will do, but rather w hether 
the J apanese hav e any right to be af­ 
fronted. California is not proposing tc 
do to the J apanese any thing more than 
the J apanese do to Americans or ev en 
as much. 
She is not proposing any 
law' that goes one w'hit bey ond the 
laws now' in force in Washington and 
Arizona. She is proposing to treat the 
J apanese far better than they are treat­ 
ed by the gov ernment o f Victoria, in 
Australia.
